MOOSE AS FLOWER PICKERS. 


Monarchs of 
the 
Forest . Revel In 


Luxuriant Lily Ponds.' 


At f rst thought It would aupeanlm- 


possible that such large, gaunt deni- 
zens ot tho forest as moose could In 
anyway be Interested In flowers. They 
ar6, however, exceedingly fond, of feed- 
Ing on nil .kinds ot. water lilies. Few 
people tcuow that these flowers grow 
from thick snakellke rootstocks which 
aro so firmly attached to tho bottom 
that the strongest man cannot loosen 
them.. It Is from those firmly moored 
rootstocks that tho much admired 
leaves and flowers strive toward the 
light. 


A well-known naturalist, who stud- 


ied the habits of tha animals la north- 
em Minnesota, where moose are moro 
numerous than in any other part ot 
the world, often found two or three 
big 'bulls 'engaged In .gathering their 
.morning meal on the lake bottom. Tho 
great beasts .would slowly stalk about 
Isi three;^or four feet of water and 
•often their heads would be under -wa- 
iter for; half a. minute at a time, so

tion, between a person who IB silently

scribed. Then tlioro aro other brands 
which are characterized by Illusions, 
hallucinations, jealousy, conceit, boast- 
fiilnesb. rashness. Inertness, impulsive- 
ness, timidity and many forms of ec- 
centricity. 


Prof. Grasset declares 
that 
from 


childhood persons of unbalanced mind 
aro apt to "tlra-w attention to them- 
selves by their precocity, their quick- 
ness In taking hold of everything and 
understanding It. and at tho same time 
by thoir whims, their headstrong ways, 
tholr cruel Instincts, their violent and 
convulsive attacks ot anger. When 
they become men thoy aro queer, com- 
plex, -heterogeneous Individuals, made 
tip 
ot 
contradictory 
qualities - and 


faults. They are often as highly gifted 
In ono Hue as thoy are lacking In au- 
othor. From tho Intellectual point ot 
vlow they sometimes possess the fac- 
ulties ot Imagination, Invention and ex- 
pression In a very high degree; that is 
to say, they are gifted in speecti, in 
the arts and In pootry." 


Those Who Are "A Little Off." 
The originals and occentrlcs show 


lack of equilibration to n still greater 
degree. 
"These people," says 
Prof. 


Grassot, "are what the public would 
describe as 'a llttlo oft" on some ono 
subject; thoy either havo some pe- 
culiar habit or wear some odd style 
ot clothes or have a queer manner ot 
wearing their1 hair or ot walking or 
writing or speaking. It may be either 
a strange gesture, a form ot speech, a 
tio or a. grievance. The eccentricity 
Is ofton shown by on Imperious or 
obsessional tendency, as, for example, 
to surround.oneself with birds or flow- 
ers or cats; to collect uninteresting 
objects, particularly articles of wear- 
Ing apparel, such ns cravats, hats, foot- 
wear or wrappers of every style and 
color, or to be absorbed In researches 
and calculations and ridiculous inven- 
tions."

ticians,

would probably never have been heard 
ot but for that one little streak ot In- 
sanity which lent luster and impetus 
to their minds and prompted them to 
accomplish something ot tremendous 
value to mankind.

For Instance, "Tolstoi belongs "to the 


that their backs would look like

category of the semi-Insane who are 
tormod 'originals.' At eight years of 
age he was seized with an Irresistible 
desire to fly. This Idea haunted him 
to such a degree that he decided to 
put It Into practice. He,.shut himself 
up In his study room, climbed up to 
the window and made the movements 
for flying In the air. He fell from a 
height of more than 16 feet and was 
slok for some time following." 


Tolstoi's Peculiar Mania. 


Later Tolstoi's particular brand of 


Insanity prompted him to fall la love, 
not once, but threefold; for, having 
met the three daughters of Dr. Berce, 
he "began by being very much taken 
by the oldest, then he thought he was 
In love with the second, and finally 
fell In love with the third." The triple 
romance ended abruptly, for Tolstoi 
suddenly, decided that instead ot get- 
ting married he would mow hay with 
the mottjiks In a peasant's blouso. 


Osslp Laurie, who made a psycho- 


logical study of many ot the great Rus- 
sian novelists oE tho nineteenth cen- 
tury, summed up Tolstoi's case In the 
following way: 


"Tolstoi Is one of those rare men to 


whom tho English aphorism, 'They 
aro cortninly cracked, but the crack 
lots In light,' might apply, -i In a word, 
Tolstoi was a soml-lnsanej genius." 


Even Socrates must liavo had a 


stroak ot Insanity in him, for he "went 
Into ecstttcies which were almost cata- 
leptic fits. At table, or in tfce streets 
of Athens, or In tho camps, he would 
suddenly stop short, sometimes with- 
out motive. At other times!, on the oc- 
casion of a snooze either by himself 
or one ot his neighbors, he would act, 
or would not act, according to whether 
the sneezo had taken place on his 
right hand or on his left." 


Insanity of Some Great 
Men. 


Prof. Grassot cites the cases ot 


many other great men ot past and 
present times whoso brands ot in- 
sanity were manifested In 
various 


ways. Pascal, for Instance, "could not 
Htand seeing water without falling into 
a perfect fit of passion." 
Then Au- 


gusto Comto who has oxorted a vast 
and lasting Influence on the philo- 
sophical position of tho savants of the 
nlnetenth century, "was 
undoubtedly. 


aemi-lnsane when lie was not wholly 
Insane. He %vroto Incoherent letters. 
Whllo ho WAS taking- a walk one day 
ho wanted to drag his wlfo with hlm- 
Into the Laka d'Engholn. During his 
moal» he would try to drive his knife 
Into tho table, like Walter 
Scott's 


Highlander, and ho would order, the 
succulent back of a pig and recite bits 
of Homer." 


OC Gorki, Prof. Grasset writes that 


bo "mude an attempt to commit sui- 
cldo at tho ago of 18 and belongs to 
tho category of tho somMnsane who 
have been termed vagabonds or wan- 
dcrei'K." 


Guy do Maupassant died Insane. He 


had often confessed to Paul Bourget 
that ho frequently saw his double. In 
going Into his own room he would see 
lilmsolf seated upon his own sofa. The 
roots of his disease "seemed 
to be 


confused with tha very qualities of his 
talent." Vlllomaln had Ideas of perse- 
cution. Jean Jacques Rousseau was 
successively clockmnlter, mountebank, 
music master, painter and 
servant, 


and thon followed the paths of medi- 
cine, music, theology and botany. He 
used to .meclltato bareheaded In 
the 


sun at midday. Ho fell In love at 11. 
Ko would suddenly depart from an 
Inn, leaving his trunk 
behind 
him. 


Gerard da Nerval, the political writer 
and poat, was subject to hallucina- 
tions. Ho would be found on the street 
corner, his hat In his hand, lost In a 
sort of ecstacy.- In the Tullerles ho 
saw the "goldfish in the big fountain 
putting tholr heads out ot the water 
trying to entlco him to follow them to 
the botto.m. The queen of Sheba'was 
waiting for him, they said. He was 
found at the Palais. Royal dragging -a 
live lobster along at the end of a blue 
ribbon. He tried to fly like the birds, 
nnd one day at a moment,! In one of 
the streets of Paris, when!he waited 
with his arms spread out for his soul 
to mount to a star, he was gathered in 
by a gendacme "because he had pre- 
pared for this ascension by taking off 
his terrestrial garments.'.' 


Freaks of Men of GeAlus. 


Baudelaire dyed Ills hair green. He 


was an epicure of odors, and .used ' to 
say that his soul soared upon perfumes 
aa tile souls of other men soared upon 
music. 
One day 
after 
throwing a 


traveling glazier downstairs and'break- 
ing every pane'of glass Baudelaire ex- 
claimed: 
"The beauty of life! 
The 


beauty of lite." He declared later -that 
ho experienced at that moment an "In- 
finite joy," 
because he was not' yet in- 


sane. -at least, .not officially so. 


The case of Alfred de Musset, who 


was "restless visionary .and slightly 
maniacal," Is most Interesting. In the 
Cafe do la Regence It was his habit to 
order a plate of cigars and a frightful 
mixture of beer and absinthe, which 
he would swallow in a gulp. Then De 
Musset' would settle himself 
solidly 


against the back of the divan and light 
one cigar after another until the plate 
was empty. At half-past eleven the. 
waiter would hall a cab, lead the poet 
by 'the arm, and put him safely into. 
tho vehicle. He would let himself be 
taken quietly to his house, -where his 
old nurse put him to bed like a child. 


Even the great Napoleon, had his 


particular.brand of insanity. 
He be- 


lieved In presentiments 
and 
horo- 


scopes, ns Is well known, and Prof. 
Gnvsset says further- he "suffered from 
a habitual twitching.- of , the 
right 


shouldor. and of the lips." Zola. used 
to count the. number of gas Jets In the 
streets,- the numbers on the doors.;and 
ihlefly the. numbers on. cabs ; Balzac 
had an ambulatory mania. . 3ne eve- 
ning, .when ho had put on a landsome 
ne\y . dressing gown, he wanted' .to go 
Into the street. with It on and wlthi a 
lamp in his hand to excite the admira- 
tion of the public. Schopenhauer al- '

way* suspected that h'e ->ras possessed 
of a demon; He said he could fcel.'lt. 
•within him. He used to pass entire 
weeks without speaking to anybody- 
Swift announced to his.youth that he 
would go mad, and, as a matter of fact, 
h e did.

Some Curious Hallucinations. 
; 


Edgar Allan Poe drank, as Baude- 


laire has said, "like a savage." He 
was subject to the most horrible hal- 
lucinations. Haller, the 
celebrated 


physiologist, believed he. was being 
continually pursued by enemies. He 
took enormous doses of opium. New- 
ton became Insane in his old age. 
Beethoven, who always washed in Ice 
water, "would lift-it up with his hands, 
scolding, all tho while, and dash o 
quantity of water on his face and his 
hair without noticing that It made a 
pool on the floor, in which he splashed 
about like a duck." 
In connection with Prof. Grasset's 


work it is interesting to note that Dr. 
Henry 3. Atkins of the St. Louis Asy- 
lum for the Insane has recently been 
putting a theory of- his own to a prac- 
tical test He has been sending Insane 
women out In small parties to visit 
the department stores and particularly 
the bargain counters to "do some shop- 
ping. The Insane 
women were In 


charge of keepers, but gave no trouble. 
Tho patients purchased with a keen, 
regard of appearance and value, Just 
as their normal sisters were buying 
all about them. Apparently tho sales- 
women noted nothing unusual in their 
demeanor. 
Dr. Atkins said that such recreation 


as that afforded by a day in the stores 
Is a valuable part of the treatment for 
the Insane. Just as normal persons 
are better merry than moody, so, he 
says his charges are Improved by any- 
thing that pleasantly occupies their 
minds while not at the same time ex- 
citing tlielr nerves.

and certiflcates 
of the association 


which had been paid. 
Mr. Zimmer- 


man says that the fraternity is hope- 
lessly insolvent and that he will apply 
for a receiver. . 
"Secretary Wilson, when confronted 


with tbe facts discovered, admitted ap- 
propriating the funds of the associa-
